Businessmen wo uld also be able to take a 10-y ear tax 
lo ss carry fo rward perio d instead o f the present fiv e 
y ears.

Criminals ap0aren? Fy ttfink.it is a go o d gamble, to be 
caught in o ne o f-'fiv e times. 3nd they are willing to take 
the risk. 
What is mo st distressing rs that the biggest increase 
amo ng v io lent crime was in fo rced rape, which ^ent up 
16 per cent, and armed ro bbery , which made up 61 per 
cent o f all ro bbery o ffenses. 
And that half the ho ldups 
o ccurred o n the street. 
There is a summary o f crime in the street, which 
has m ade the av erage city dweller a recluse at night, 
unwilling to leav e his ho me fo r fear o f what he may en­ 
co unter o utside. 
There is o ne redeeming feature. 
Ho micides were 
so lv ed in 8 3 per cent o f cases natio nally . Unso lv ed mur­ 
ders 
seem 
to 
leav e 
po lice 
departments 
co nscience- 
stricken until they clear them. 
But a 20 per cent rate 
o f so lv ing all serio us crim e is no t any thing to sho ut 
abo ut. It is urgent to do mo re. 
Organized crime is so mething else. The Go v ernment 
has created crime strike fo rces which hav e o perated 
successfully in so m e eastern cities. Philadelphia and 
Newark no tably ./$uch fo rces are to be o rganized in mo re 
large cities as fast as perso nnel is av ailable. But that's 
no t fast eno ugh. 
Fighting crime, o rganized o r in the street, is so m e­ 
thing ev ery o ne can unite "behind, ex cept fo r the under­ 
wo rld leaders and their creatures. 
Many mo re crime 
strike fo rces are needed. 
This is a fight the tax pay er 
will gladly finance.
